TUB Ei'iscoi'Ai. Cuuucii IN TUB llto- 


cps OF MoNTiiKAi,.—On the 23th inst. 
his lordship the Anglican Hishop of Mon- 
treal, accompanied by .Mrs. and Miss Ful- 
ford, started via tlie St. Lawrence- and 
('hamplain railway for New York, to sail 
by the next Cunard steamer for England. 
On the Sunday previous, he delivered a dis- 
course in St. 'John's chapel, .MonUvnl, in 
which he gave tho following summary of 
the progress of tho Churc'i in his diocese':— 


When I arrived in Montreal, iu Septem-
